Italy. 


The representative for the Pro- 
vince of Our Lady of Consolation 
is the Rev. Raymond Oosdyke O.F. 
M., Conv., of Saint Anthony’s No- 
vitiate, Angola. 


The four provinces and the Gen-. 


eral Commissariate either conduct 
or support Franciscan Mission ac- 
tivities in the following countries; 
Africa, Argentina, Brazil, Bulgar- 
ia, Costa Rica, China, Denmark, 
Japan, Java, Rumania (Byzant- 
ine), Syria, Turkey, and Uraguay. 


Disturbed world conditions make 
it possible at the present time for 
only 160 priests and 30 lay broth- 
ers to be actually working in the 
missions. There are however well 
over 200 seminarians and postu- 
lants all destined for these fields 
of activity. In this number of 
seminarians is not included those 
now studying in province semin- 
aries in the United States, many 
of whom will eventually be as-

Priests And Laity Attention 


Priests will kindly read the following from the pulpit, 
together with the regular Lenten regulations in order that 
the people may know what relaxation has been made in 
them. 


In the year 1941 the Sacred Congregation of the Council 


. permitted Bishops throughout the world, because of the war, 


to relax the Lenten law of fast and abstinence. But only two 
weeks ago this faculty granted the Bishops was rescinded. 
However the law has been somewhat mitigated. Therefore 
pay close attention to it. 

You are expected, of course, to observe the fast and 
abstinence on Ash Wednesday, Holy Saturday until noon, 
and on all Fridays. But you may have eggs and milk foods 
even in the morning and evening.. You will recall that 
hitherto you were allowed only two ounces of unbuttered 
bread in the morning and from eight to ten ounces of food 
without meat in the evening. 

Hence the law is this: 

You may have meat at the principal meal on every day 
of Lent except Ash Wednesdays and the Fridays, and on 
Holy Saturday until noon. 

While you may not take meat at the morning or evening 
meals, you may use fruit juices, eggs, breakfast foods and 
milk. 

Because of these concessions the Sacred Congregation 
of the Council recommends that you do the very thing that 
the Bishop has been urging you to do over the years, namely, 
to come out to weekday public services, such as is custo- 
mary two nights a week in nearly every parish, to attend 
weekday Mass (at least one member of the family) when 
possible, and to give alms. , 

Rome urges the assistance of the poor and suffering, 
whom you will help in the Laetare Sunday Collection; and 
the promotion of religious works, such as the bringing of the 
Catholic paper into the home, membership in the Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith, Diocesan Charities. Every- 
where else members of the NCCW and NCCM pay dues of 


at least $1.00 a year. Your Bishop asks for fifty cents for. 


both these things together, to be contributed with the other 
charity funds during Lent.

If you have not already received your mite boxes they 
should be in your hands within the next week, and the two 
ends must be glued to make the box hold really firm. When 
you assemble the box wet the two ends containing glue and 
hold them tightly against the under-cardboard for a few 
seconds,

i|Cardinal’s Trial 


Again Denounced 


By Pope Pius 
‘Warns Church Must Not 


Agree To Reds’ Demands 
That It Be Silenced 


Vatican City—Nearly 300,000 
persons jammed St. Peter’s Square 
here Sunday and roundly applaud- 
ed His Holiness Pope Pius XII as 
for the fifth time he denounced the 
arrest and imprisonment of Car- 
dinal Mindszenty of Hungary. The 


crowd cheered the Pontiff as he 
stepped to the microphone. Their 
waving handkerchiefs made the 
expanse between the curving 
colonnades of the square appear 
as a bright restless sea in the 
mild sunlight. 


So prolonged was the cheering 
that an announcer was unable to 
stop it so His Holiness could 
speak. The Pontiff himself finally 
cut through with a firm-voiced 
dramatic call, and at his opening 
word, “Romans,” a complete hush 
fell over the immense crowd. 


The faithful had gathered at St. 
Peter’s to express their own in- 
dignation at Cardinal Mindszenty’s 
arrest, And they heard Pope Pius 
declare that the imprisonment of 
Hungary’s Primate was “religious 
persecution” by a Communist- 
ruled government which is in es- 
sence “totalitarian and anti-reli- 
gious.” 


The crowd heard the Pontiff hint 
that the Hungarian government, 
by some. secret means, had wrung 
from Cardinal Mindszenty a con- 
fession of crimes of which the 
Primate was completely innocent. 


The Pope’s speech contained a 
clear warning to the peoples of 
Communist-dominated countries to 
shun any agreements between 
Church and State which might 
limit the activities and freedom of 
the Church. That the Church 
should confine its activities “with- 
in the four walls of the temple,” 
he declared, would be “indecorous 
servility.” The Pope recalled the 
command of Christ, “Go ye into 
the whole world, and preach the 
Gospel to every creature.” (Mark 
16:15, 16) 

Fervent cheers followed almost 
every sentence the Pontiff spoke.

“We are delivering our 
to the Lord, beseeching Him to 
comfort with the dew of divine 
grace all .-hose who suffer persecu- 
tions. 


“Those who dare to crush the 
liberty of the Church and the 
rights of human conscience must 
finally understand that without re- 
ligion and by banishing divinity, 
no civil society can ever exist. 

“May all those to whom is en- 
trusted the government of public 
things understand this and as a 
result may it be that everywhere 
there is given back to the urch 
the liberty which is due it, so that 
the Church, no longer hindered, 
may again illuminate with -the 
light of its doctrine the minds of 
men, teach the young in the right 
manner, educate them and _ re- 
affirm the sacred character of the 
family and penetrate with its in- 
fluence, entire human life. 


“With this worthy action, civil 
society must not fear any damage 
but rather a very great advan- 
tage.” 

Sixteen Cardinals attended the 
eonsistory, which lasted 25 min- 
utes. The Pope said he called the 
consistory to express his deep grief 
over the trial and sentencing of 
Cardinal Mindszenty, which he de- 
scribed as “a very grave event” 
and an offense to “all those who 
declare themselves and are advo- 
cates of human dignity and lib- 
erty.”

“welcome with approval” of the 
“steps that have been taken to 
unite states together in ever clos- 
er alliance” in order to ward off 
strifes, civil discords and wars. 


“But this will be a faltering 
attempt founded on quicksand,” he 
said, “unless there prevails every- 
where a strong sense of the bro- 
therhood of men... Experience 
¢learly teaches that men do not 
look upon one another as brothers 
unless they recognize that they 
we all. sons of the same Father. 

ithout reverence for the Supreme 
Lawgiver and Divine Judge, right 
and wrong are mere words; the 
moral law collapses; if there is no 
sanction to be feared, iniquity in 
its greed goes to all extremes in 
deeds of daring and arrogance; 
men like wild beasts engage in 
mutual slaaghter and their one 
joy is the base pleasure they take 

practicing these cruelties.” 


The Pontiff said that “If we 
wish to promote still further this 
religious fervor and prepare pro- 
tection and a remedy for the crim- 
inal impiety that contaminates 

ur times on the part of those 
who revile God,” there is at our 

isposal prayer—‘“is there any- 
thing that prayer cannot accom- 
lish?” and “the Eucharistic Sac-

‘Deaths Of 95 Catholic 
Missionaries Charged To 
Chinese Communists 


Shanghai—(NC)—Since the end 
of the war with Japan, 47 Catho- 
lic missionaries are known to have 
been killed by Chinese commun- 
ists, 32 others died in Red prisons 
and three succumbed after their 
release from ill effects of prison 
treatment, according to the latest 
figures compiled here. ° 

Thirteen others were taken cap- 
tive during raids and are pre- 
sumed to be dead because there 
has been no word of them for 
two years. 


Of these victims 61 were priests, 
22 Brothers and ‘12 Sisters. For- 
eign missionary casualties were 
ten killed, two missing and ten 
who died in prison. The remain- 
ing 73 victims were Chinese. 


None are known to have been 
killed after April, 1948, when

Gives Close-Up 
Of Methods Of 
Cowing Victims

HE arrest, trial and sentencing 
of Cardinal Mindszenty by the 
Communist regime in Hungary has 
focused worldwide attention upon 
the systematic efforts of the Reds 
to exterminate religion in all the 
countries which they have reduced 
to satellites. Their action reflects 
the fundamental opposition of 
Communism to Christianity and to 
all belief in God and the spiritual 
values for which religion stands. 
The charge has been made by 
those who are on the inside that 
the Communist regime frequently 
resorts to force, torture, drugs and 
terrorism to cow their victims 
and compel them to testify in 
accordance with the wishes of the 
government. The photograph of 
Cardinal Mindszenty during the 
trial shows how greatly changed 
his appearance was from the time 
before his arrest. There is a 
worldwide suspicion that the Com- 
munists have resorted .to the use 
of acterole, a drug which dulls the 
mind and weakens the will and 
coerces the prisoner to accuse him- 
self of the charges ayainst him. 


This action of the Communist 
regime in Hungary is in accord- 
ance with the basic teachings of 
Lenin and Stalin concerning the 
systematic use of torture and 
terrorism as instruments for the 
imposition of their will upon sub- 
ject peoples. Their representatives 
in Spain during the civil war pro- 
ceeded to establish prisons in 
which they tortured their victims 
along the lines used by the Rus- 
sian secret police in Moscow. 

These places were called chekas 
by the Spanish people and re- 
mained as symbols of horror long 
after the Reds were driven out of 
Spain. We _ visited two. such 
chekas in Barcelona shortly after 
the close of the Spanish civil war, 
Because they are typical of the 
means now being used by the Red 
regime in all the satellite coun- 
tries of Europe they will be worth 
describing briefly here. 


Assault On Mind 


The cheka on Vallmajor Street 
in Barcelona features a Dungeon 
of Hallucinations. Here the spe- 
cialists in refinement of cruelty 
have flung wide open their reper- 
toire of “psychotect nics” to con- 
fuse, harass and disorient the mind, 
While physical pain is not neglect- 
ed, the dominant effort here is to 
produce mental distress. On the 
walls of this dungeon cell the 
prisoner finds dots of various col- 
ors, a chessboard, spirals and lines 
running at various angles. 

They are so arranged. as to ap- 
pear different im number depend- 
ing upon the angle at which they 
are viewed. This illusion is furth- 
er deepened by changes in the 
color of the light in the cell. For 
a time there burns a green light 
which brings out some of the col- 
ored circles on the wall and con- 
ceals others. Then later the_vic- 
tim finds a red glare in the cell 
with the result that the number of 
colored drawings on the wall again 
appears to have varied, 

ft for a day and night in this 
cell, able to see only these strange 
drawings, which he feels compelled 
to examine and to count, the vic- 
tim feels his brain reel and stag- 
ger when he finds himself unable 
to determine with any surety the 
number and direction of the dots 
and lines before him. He begins to 
wonder if he is going crazy and 
can no longer believe his senses,

This mental disorientation is 
further enhanced by a clock which

or suppressed his sympathy for 
Communism. He visited Russia 
some years ago as a friend; was 
associated with The Protestant 
Digest, a magazine which was in 
no sense Protestant, but became 
the pro-communist and anti-Cath- 
olic Protestant Magazine, also cit- 
ed by the Congressional Commit- 
tee as a Communist-front publica- 
tion. One of Oxnam’s friends on 
that publication is Rev. Claude 
Williams, who admitted that he 
had carried a Communist Party 
membership card. Oxnam was 
mentioned by Dr. Rembert G. 
Smith, of Emery Methodist Col- 
lege, Oklahoma, along with the 
Methodist Bishops McConnell, Ed- 
gar Blake, and J. C. Baker, as a 
member of a “Socialist Bloc.” This 
was in August, 1937. 


“The Rev. F. Dean Banta, of 
Buffalo, a Baptist clergyman, 
named a number of Communist- 
front organization to which Ox- 
nam belonged. John Vincent Petrie, 
pastor of the First Unitarian 
Church, Houston, “Texas, writing 
in the Houston Press, October 20, 
1947, expressed the belief that Ox- 
nam is helping the Communist 
cause by his ‘consistent anti- 
Catholic tirades on the staunchest 
enemy Communism has in the re- 
ligious world.’ 

“How  Christian-minded 
Bishop is might be gauged from an| 
observation he made in an address | 
delivered in Buffalo, in 1947,, 
when he declared that the ‘essence 
of the religion of Christ is the 
Golden Rule,’ which, as everyone 
knows, has nothing whatever to 
do with the first great Command- 
ment of the Law. The Golden Rule 
has only to do with the relations 
of man with men, and not with the 
relations of man with God, and 
Christ said that even the ‘heath- 
ens’ observe it. 


“In Chicago he observed that 
the ‘refusal to use contraceptives 
to limit the size of the family is 
sinful.’ How does this jibe with 
what St. Paul wrote to Timothy 
(1 Tim. 2: 15): ‘Women will be! 
saved by childbearing if they con-| 
tinue in faith and love and holi-| 
ness with modesty.” We wonder

“Bishop Oxnam was_ national 
resident of the Planned Parent- 
ood Association, which advocates 
What God Himself calls a “de- 
testable thing” (Gen. 9: 19). 


“Yet Oxnam wonders why Pro- 
testant and Catholic clergymen 
cannot get together. A Catholic 
Bishop could not surrender his 
firm belief that birth control by 
contraceptive devices is wrong. St. 
Paul mentions the only way—and 
that is the Catholic way also—in 
which one might go along with 
Planned Parenthood. That is the 
way of ‘keeping the body in sub- 
jection,’ namely by a greater de- 
gree of that self-control which 
makes one truly a man. Our fore- 
fathers successfuly did that; in 
fact, the last generation followed 
that way ten times better than 
the present generation. 


“The Catholic Church could not 
go along with the 486 clergymen 
of New York State, for instance, 
who—and some of them included 
Oxnam’s friends—recently signed 
a plea for the legalization of Eu- 
thanasia or Mercy Killing. 


“Oxnam often has referred to 
the tensions which divide Protest- 
ants from Catholics and blames 
Catholics for these tensions. We 
cannot recall a single instance in 
which a Catholic Bishop or,even 
a Catholic editor, initiafed an at- 
tack against Protestant institutions 
or individuals. In every case the 
Catholic comment would be an an- 
swer to an unwarranted charge 


attention this paper has given to 
Bishop Oxnam. 

“The secretary of the ‘Protest- 
ants and Other Americans Un- 
ited,’ a certain Edwin McNeill 
Poteat, twelve years ago, was ac- 
tive in the organization known as 
‘The American Friends for Span- 
ish Democracy,’ and his name was 
mentioned only recently in con- 
nection with the investigation of 
subversive activities by the House 
Committee on Un-American: Ac- 
tivities. 

“Busy men, in these days, 
could not be induced to concern 
themselves about a lot of things 
if they did not have a fanatical ob- 
session in relation to them. For 
instance, you have read of men, 
in whose ranks some of. the patri- 
ots we have been discussing figure 
prominently, have been trying to

Nation back into the libraries of 
New York. It had been suspended 
because it carried a series of anti- 
Catholic articles for which there 
could have been no bet gs ex- 
cept malice. Had these articles 
been anti-Semetic, or anti-Meth- 
odist, or anti-Baptist, the School 
Board would have taken the same 
action, and the whole matter would 
have been dropped for good, But 
about once a month since, a fres 
petition has been carried either to 
the Board of Education or to the 
Courts for the exoneration of the 
periodical, and for its reinstate- 
ment in the libraries of the 
schools. | 


“In these petitions we find 
names of many. men with Leftist 
records, and some _ prominent 
churchmen associated with atheists 
and Communists. Only those who 
know how aggressive atheism and 
irreligion are could comprehend 
its persistence. 


“At the Washington meeting of 
‘Protestants and Other Americans 
United’ on January 22, 1949, 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam de- 
flared: ‘Protestants believe in sep- 
aration of Church and State in 
America, Catholics do not.’ He de- 
clared ‘that the November State- 
ment of the American Catholic 
Hierarchy on ‘Secularism in Am- 
erican. Life and Education’ is a 
‘smokescreen behind which the 
Hierarchy forms its forces to se- 
cure public funds for the support 
of parochial schools.’ 


“He said further: ‘The assault 
on religious liberty stems from 
Catholic clerics; millions of the 
laity must disagree with the stand 
of the Hierarchy’; further: “The 
Bishops must be following a strat- 
egy dictated in a foreign capital’; 
and finally, ‘the Roman Catholic 
Church is opposed to our system of 
public education.’ 


“Now the opposite of practically 
all these charges is true, for Pro- 
testants take for granted that this 
country, one-half of whose popu- 
lation is unaffiliated with any re- 
ligion, is Protestant, and that they 
have a prior right to favors from 
the government. It was they who 
sought the cooperation of the gov- 
ernment and religion when they, 
and not Catholics, imitiated . ‘re- 
leased time week-day religious in- 
struction.’ It is they who believe 
that the Catholics have no rights 
in relation to the public schools ex- 
cept to help to support them by 
taxes. 

“Those Protestant Bishops and 
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clergy who worked with the Am- 
erican Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Atheism, with the 


thinkers, and with the American 
Civil Liberties Union and other 
organizations, did not represent 
Protestantism in the “United 
States, because hardly had the Su- 
preme Court decision in the Mc- 
Cullom case been announced when 
twenty-four nationaily known Pro- 
testant plows Be orga: 
signed a protest against that de, 
i sa two of the Bishops be- 
longed to Oxnam’s faith, one of 
them having been his predecessor 
as president of the Federal Council 
of Churches. Even the Secretary of 
the General Council of the Congre- 
gational Christian Churches, and 
the Executive Secretary for the 
American Committee of the World 
Council of Churches, protested the 
decision. Hence it is utterly un- 
fair for him to claim that only 
Catholics criticized the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the McCullom case. 


“The Catholic laity do not dis- 
agree with the Catholic Hierarchy, 
but Bishop Oxnam and his associ- 
ates are trying hard to drive a 
wedge between the American 
Bishops and the laity. The laity 
expressed no viewpoint either for 
or against the continuance of re- 
ligious instruction of children at- 
tending the public schools, wheth- 
er in the schools themselves or 
under released time. 

“The Catholic Bishops merely 
noted that Thomas Jefferson did 
not have or entertain the senti- 
ment attached by the Supreme 
Court to ‘the wall of separation,’ 
because as President of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia he actually ad- 
vocated that the student body go 
out from the University for re- 
ligious instruction to be served 
under the auspices of the churches 
to which they belonged. 

“Nor is it true that Rome gave 
any instructions to the Bishops of 
the United States in the prepar- 
ation of the Statement issued by 
them last November. Their State- 
ment on ‘Secularism’ was. widely 
praised by Protestant churchmen 
and by editors of the secular press. 
In fact Dr. Charles Morrison, one 
of the organizers of ‘Protestants 
and Other Americans United’ has 
denounced secularism quite fre- 
quently. 

“Neither is it true that the Cath- 
olic Hierarchy has ever sought to 
secure public funds for the support 
of parochial schools unless the 
Federal support being sought for 
the public schools be granted on 
the basis of a need which applies 
equally to the public and parochial 
schools. But they have not even 
pressed that very hard—although 
justice would dictate it. 

“Oxnam’s organization is striv- 
bow hard to prevent the attend- 
ance at parochial schools of chil- 
dren who need bus transportation 
and, therefore, threatens to press 
state legislatures which have al- 
ready granted it to revoke the 
statute which permits it. 

“Prejudice not only prevents

Oxnam and the co-formers of ‘Pro- 
and Other Americans 
United’ from seeing the injus- 
tices done to Catholics by ‘tax- 
ation without representation,’ but 
by the collection for the benefit 
of the public schools an excise tax 
on every child attending the par- 
ochial schools. 

“The Catholic Church is not op- 
posed to the American system of 
education whose critics are chiefly 
Protestants. We have made avail- 
able a book containing more than 
300 pronouncements against the 
lack of religion in education made 
by Proestant churchmen, educat- 
ors, statesmen, editors of secular 
papers and magazines. 

“Every Catholic Bishop realizes 
the need of a public school system 
and also perceives the impossibil- 


classroom to children on to 
a. dozen or more religious ies. 
Hence none of them would ever 
dream of asking assistance from 
the state for the support of a re- 
ligious school. The most they 
would ever think of asking would 
me the support of the public school 
curriculum taught in any school 
with equal efficiency. 

“Even the U. N. Declaration 
of Human Rights contains this 
paragraph in its 26-3 Article: 
‘Parents have the prior right to 


choose the kind of education which 
is to be given to their children.’

the invading Nazis, but as sooh as 
the ‘war was over they were closed 
again. In the-meantime negotia- 
tions were being made with Patri- 
arch Sergius for the recognition 
of the Orthodox Church: provided 
its clergy would cooperate with 
the Communist government, es- 
pecially by never criticizing it, 
and by not instructing the youths 
who, for a generation, had been 
indoctrinated with atheism. 

The American people seem never 
to have realized that only three 
per cent of Russia’s  popula- 
tion has affiliation with the 
Communist Party. That means 
there 


who are members of the Party. 
During the war against Germany 
most of the generals, including 
Zuckoy, the defender of Stalin- 
grad, were non-Communist. This 
general became a hero after win- 
ning the war for the . country, 
which Stalin could not endure. He 
was, therefore, transferred to Odes- 
sa, and nothing has been heard of 
him for the last few years. 

So inimical was the majority of 
the people in Russia to the Com- 
munist leaders that they would 
gladly have had the American 
forces liberate them. 

If Hitler had treated with a lit- 
tle kindness the large armies which 
cheerfully surrendered to him, 
Russia’s cause would have been lost 
before the battle of Stalingrad. 
At one time 200,000 men with their 
generals and other officers sur- 
rendered to Hitler, who packed 
170,000 of them like sardines into 
boxcars and had the other 30,000 
massacred because he could not 
get hold of more cars in which to 
deport them to his concentration 
camps. This cruelty led the 97% 
o* the army which was non-Com- 
munists to rise to the defense of 
their country, because they now 
regarded Hitler as a worse tyrant 
than Stalin, 


Personal Knowledge 


Cardinal Mindszenty visited the 
writer in 1947, but he refused to 
talk except in a general way about 
conditions in his country because 
he knew he was in a bad situation 
even then and retaliation would 
have become swifter. 

Cardinal Mindszenty’s secretary, 
who was with him at the writer’s 
home, was arrested a month before 
the Cardinal and under drugs or 
some other influence, he signed a 
statement of guilt. Several Russian 
officers then took him to the Car- 
dinal where he was supposed to 
acknowledge that he signed such

No churchman is guilty of trea- 
son before God who opposes an 
atheistic movement. On the con- 
trary he would be guilty of 
treason if he did not oppose it. 


Trial Like Christ’s 


The trial of Cardinal Mindszenty 
has been compared to the trial of 
Christ, and it was more like it 
than one might surmise. Was not 
Christ a great hero only a few 
days before His death when He 
was triumphantly acclaimed with 
Hosannas in the city of Jerusalem. 
This only incited His enemies to 
the measures of trickery, dishon- 
esty, which led to the tragedy of 
Good Friday. In both cases the 


enemies gathered ay og false 
witnesses to accuse him. Even 
after Christ’s Resurrection from 
the dead, which was the chief topic 
of conversation in and about Jeru- 
salem, those who were responsible 
for His death forbade His Apostles 
to preach it, 

Hence even the denunciation of 
the illegitimate Communist Hun- 
garian government, coming from 
all parts of the world, will not de- 
ter it from persecuting religion, 
because it is the only thing which 
stands in the way of more respon- 
sive acceptance of that govern- 
ment.

HOUSANDS of feet of film are

Our parents, 
our family, our dearest friends— 
all of them will one day submit 
and make their departure through 
that dark doorway. 

You see, we can’t escape the fact 
that we’re what the philosophers 
call contingent beings. We’re es- 
sentially dependent on outside 
sources and agencies for our very 
existence. No one of us can hole 
up in an igloo and issue a mani- 
festo of independence, repudiating 
the world and everything else out- 
side himself. For such a person 
if he tried it, the falling fact 
would remain that his own life, 


has been borrowed from his par- 
ents,

some of its strength. 


There’s only one thing in life 
that’s bigger than matter—bigger 
than atomic force—bigger even 


in all the universe that’s really 
permanent, really dependable, be- 
cause it never changes. That’s 
God. If all the world is contin- 
gent, ultimately dependent on 
something else, He’s the one, the 
only necessary Being. He’s the 
hub around which this universe 
revolves. It changes,* but He 
doesn’t. 


The smart thing to do, the only 
wise course, then, is to anchor 
ourselves in Him, to throw out 
hawsers and tie ourselves up with 
Him so firmly that no matter how 
we may be buffeted and battered, 
we'll never be shaken loose, 


In other words, I’m saying today 
that religion offers the only real 
solution to life’s problems. It’s 
the answer to our quest for secur- 
ity. 

But “oh,” you might say, “reli- 
gion has been discredited by so 
many people. It’s been tried and 
found wanting.” 

The fact is, though, that as Ches- 
terton pointed out, it hasn’t been 
tried and found wanting. It sim- 
ply hasn’t been tried. 

As for the others, those who 
poke fun at religion and belittle 
it in their patronizing way, let 
me suggest that their judgment 
isn’t entirely disinterested. 

The French essayist and phil- 
osopher, Blaise Pascal, once said, 
in effect, that we have no difficulty 
accepting the fact chat a straight 
line is the shortest distance be- 
tween two points. But if, said 
Paseal, accepting that truth were 
to impose moral demands on the 
individual, if believing that a 
straight line is the shortest dis- 
tance between two points meant 
that a man had to behave himself, 
go to church on Sundays, be con- 
tent with one wife for a lifetime— 
why immediately a host of pseudo- 
philosophers would jump to their 
feet trying to prove that truth 
false.

But with Christianity it’s like 
being handed a baby. We can’t 
say, “Oh I'll just take the head,” 
or “Give me one of those cute lit- 
tle hands.” It’s a case of all or 
none. If you want God—and we 


‘can’t get along without Him—we 
‘have to take the totality of His 
‘revelation, 


every single dogma 
that He has revealed, everyone of 
His Commandments, and the man- 
ner of worship that He has dictated 
from “A” to “Z” down to the 
very last period, 

How should one approach Ged? 
Well, there are a lot of people 
listening today who know the an- 
swer to that question very well. 
But for the others, those with 
whom religion has become a rather 
dusty and faded souvenir of their 
childhood, let me suggest that they 
begin by prayer. Say the “Our 
Father,” if you can remember it. 
Say it slowly and thoughtfully. 
Then go on and make up your own 
prayers, in your own words. Em- 
pty out your heart. Tell God your 
problems. Tell Him you want to 
be a good child of His, and ask 
Him to help you save your soul. 

Then read your Bible—especially 
the New Testament. Study the 
life of Our Lord as it’s reported 
there. Read slowly.. Stop now 
and then to think over what you've 
just read. Take a verse or two 
and turn it over in your mind for 
five or ten minutes. 

Every Catholic will tell you that 
we have a fine short cut through 
the help of Our Lord’s Mother 
Mary. If a person could learn the 
“Hail Mary” or, better yet, get 
a rosary and learn to say it every 
day, he wouldn't be left very long 
in the dark. You can explain it 
any way you like, but it’s a fact.

About 20 letter have been received since it was announced that 
Notre Dame and Southern Methodist had signed a new home-and- 


0 football contract, all of the letters asking the same thing, in 
effect: 


“Why doesn’t Notre Dame play other Catholic college teams?” 

Well, for one reason, because no other Catholic school teams have 
sought places on the schedule for at least 15 years, perhaps longer. 
The last Catholic schoo] team to appear on the Notre Dame schedule 
was Loyola of New Orleans, then coached by Clark Shaughnessy. 
Loyola opened the 1928 season on old Cartier field at Notre Dame and 
scared the daylights out of Knute Rockne and his players before the 
latter finally won, 12-6. The previous year Notre Dame had played 
the University of Detroit on the latter’s field and won, 20-0. 

St. Louis University appeared on the schedule in 1922-23, and at 
one time or another, principally in the early days of football at Notre 
Dame, St. Viator’s, St. Vincent’s, St. Bonaventure’s, Creighton, ete., 
played a game or two with Notre Dame, while Marquette used to make 
a habit of ruining perfect seasons for Notre Dame by winding up the 
season in tie games. In 1909, Notre Dame had sailed through an un- 
beaten season to gain outside recognition for the first time by defeat- 
ing Michigan, but the best the Irish could do in their season’s windup 
with Marquette was a 0-0 deadlock. The next year the score was 
5-5, then back to 0-0 again in 1911. Notre Dame kept coming and 
Marquette slipped back the following year when Notre Dame won, 
62-0. The two did not meet again until 1921, when ‘Notre Dame won, 
27-7. They have not met since. 

In the past 10-15 years there have been some great teams rep- 
resenting Catholic colleges who could hold their own with Notre 
Dame, or anyone else. Some of Jim Crowley’s great Fordham 
teams of the ‘30’s for instance, or Buck Shaw’s Santa Clara teams 
which won two consecutive Sugar Bow] games. Slip Madigan had 
some fine teams at St. Mary’s College, too, while Frank Leahy’s 
teams at Boston College were rated as good as the best. Holy 
Cross, Georgetown, Villanova, Detroit, Marquette and others, in- 
cluding St. Bonaventure in the past two or three years, have had 
fine decords.

Many people confuse the Legion of Decency with the 
fational Organization for Decent Literature. They are en- 
‘rely different, the former dealing only with motion pictures, 

d the latter only with off-color magazines and with the lewd 
hings which many of them advertise. 7 
Bishop Noll was a charter member of the Legion of 
becency and remained on the Committee longer than any 
¢ the others who, with him, formed it. But when, in August, 
937, a druggist in the city of South Bend reported to Bishop 
oll that he had lost his right to select the magazines and 
ewspapers he preferred to sell because an agency with full 
mntrol of the South Bend territory insisted on his taking a 
rge job-lot of periodicals if he wished even to continue to 
ol] metropolitan newspapers published outside South Bend, 
e Bishop looked into the matter very carefully, and urged 
e National Council of Catholic Women in his diocese to get 
shind a movement to correct that abuse. 

The South Bend druggist’s name was Albert J. Dougher- 
who, at the time, was secretary of the St. Joseph County 
harmacist Association, comprising fifty-three druggists. 

Mr. Dougherty met with his organization and induced them 
jutually to agree not to purchase any magazines at all un- 
iss they could make their own selection. A resolution was 
assed to that effect, which Mr: Dougherty carried to the 
mnvention of the Indiana Pharmaceutical Association, where 
he druggists of the state backed the resolution. -Then he 
arried the resolution of the Indiana State Board to sixteen 
her states within that same ‘year, and had similar resolu- 
ons passed. This broke the “block booking” demand of ter- 


in the production of printed filth; that more than 100 perio- 
dicals published in this country were then forbidden circula- 
tion in Canada and Australia. : ) 


Could the motive of the publishers, you might ask, be 
entirely a profit motive? .It was chiefly that, although Fred- 
erick L. Collins, writing in Liberty Magazine in November 
1937 placed the responsibility on Communism, which was 


striving to destroy the faith of youth by first attacking its 
morals. 


The magazines of largest circulation were “story maga- 
zines,’ and one publisher was in keen competition with 
others. Each sought to outdo the other by having an attrac- 
tive, which usually meant a flashy, undréssed picture on the 
cover, because most people, especially those who travel on 
trains or in buses, or even in the subway, seldom examined the 
contents of the magazines. They bought them because, in the 
newsrack, they. looked enticing. 


It was discovered that most. “true stories,” “true ro- 
mances,” and “true confessions” were not “true” at all; that 
is, they were usually fiction, and written chiefly by a colony 
of people residing at Greenwich Village, a large~number of 
whom were Communist-sympathizers and irreligious, 


There were many interesting facts discovered by the 
Bishops’ Committee. For instance, it was observed that the 
Eugenics Publishing Company, of New York, from which the 
reader has probably had many circular letters, was headed 
by a man who was president of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Atheism, and was also the chief pub- 
lisher, or at least the distributor, of books dealing with the 
subject of “sex,” so written and so priced that they would 
attract the young reader. Here was a case of a man interest- 
ed in destroying both faith and morals, 


At that time if one were to answer an advertisement 
contained in one of the sexy magazines he “would likely,
